Settle Argument 


On Which Side of 


Road Bikes Belong 


Is the rid er of a bicycle pro­ 
pelling a vehicle or is he just a 
pedestrian, sitting down w hile he 
walks? 
Or is he a sort of quasi-pedes­ 
trian, subject partly to th e rules 
governing m otor vehicles and also 
enjoying the privileges of a mo­ 
torist? 
Some bicyclists proceed on the 
vehicle theory, others along pe­ 
destrian lines and too m any are 
ju st free souls, not know ing or 
caring. 


THE QUESTION w as 
raised 
this week by two sets of parents 
who asked The D esert Sun to 
settle an argum ent—should little 
Junior pedal on the left side of 
the street, facing traffic, or should 
he follow the autom obile precept 
and keep to the right? 
Because pedestrians are urged 
by safety experts to w alk on the 
left side of the road, facing on­ 
coming traffic, a lot of people are 
under the im pression bicyclists 
should do the same. 


THAT'S WRONG, according to 
an authority. Chief of Police A. 
G. K ettm ann says a bicycle is a 
vehicle and he can throw the 
book at them to prove it. The 
book, in this case, is th e state 
m otor vehicle code. 
In C hapter One of its defini­ 
tions it is plainly set fo rth that 
a bicycle or any other convey­ 
ance propelled by hum an power 
is as m uch of a vehicle as one 
pulled by a horse or pushed by 
an engine. 


AS VEHICLES, bikes are sub­ 
ject to the regulations of the mo­ 
to r code. They m ust keep to the 
right, signal for turns, have audi­ 
ble w arning devices, fro n t and 
re a r lights and so on. 
And they are violating the law 
if they scoot along on th e left 
side of the highw ay just as much 
as if a m otorist decided h e ’d find 
m ore driving room over there. 
Leg m uscles or gasoline, it’s all 
the same according to the cold 
type in the Vehicle Code. 


AUTOMOBILES are 
not 
al­ 
lowed to be propelled along side­ 
w alks (although some of them 
p ark there) 
therefore, 
bicycles 
m ust also keep off the sidewalks. 
During the sum m er w ith traf­ 
fic thinning out a bit, bicyclists 
are taking 
more 
liberties and 
several com plaints have come in 
from pedestrians saying th a t they 
have been bumped by th e tw o­ 
w heeled vehicles propelled along 
sidewalks o r have had to leap 
for safety. 


ONE WOMAN even reported 
th a t 
a 
gas-propelled 
scooter 
scooted by her on the sidewalk 
barely m issing a collision. 
Chief K ettm ann said th a t some 
confusion has been caused by 
w ell-m eaning 
but 
not 
official 
safety “exp erts” who, in a desire 
to be helpful, have publicized 
advice to cyclists to use th e left 
side, like pedestrians, and face 
traffic. 


IN THIS 
REGARD, 
it 
was 
pointed out, a pedestrian can step 
aside or stop more easily th an a 
bicyclist. 
left 
side 
w alking is 
urged because sometimes a m otor­ 


ist cannot see a pedestrian be­ 
cause 
of 
bright 
approaching 
lights. Facing traffic, therefore, 
the pedestrian who can see the 
autom obile, gets out of harm ’s 
way independent of the driver’s 
ability to see. W alking w ith traf­ 
fic, 
the pedestrian h asn’t this 
protection. 
But, say law officers, a bicycle 
rider isn’t running the sam e lack 
of visibility risk. He’s supposed 
to carry a tail-light or a red re­ 
flector—a pedestrian isn’t.

MAMMOTH CAVES— 
PART VIII 
At the M ammoth Caves you 
have y our choice of three dif­ 
ferent trips to take, one taking 
only an hour, one half a day, and 
the third, all day. N aturally we 
chose the latter, which left the 
H otel at 9 a. m. and on w hich 
we would have our lunch u n d er­ 
ground. T here were only 7 in the 
party, and our guide turned out 
to be one of the best, w ho had 
only been guiding here for 15 
years! By coincidence, his nam e 
was Lloyd, too. 
Every tw o persons carried a 
kerosene lantern, 
which 
added 
the personal touch that is lack­ 
ing in m ighty Carlsbad Caverns, 
for instance. On the first portion 
of the hike, w e saw the old salt­ 
peter m ines and vats inside the 
caves th at w ere worked by Civil 
W ar soldiers 
in 
making 
gun­ 
powder. The old hollowed-out log 
pipes are still standing there. 
They had a novel way of clearing 
all the loose stone rubble from 
the paths, by letting people in 
one long section to erect cairns 
of rocks labelled to certain groups 
or schools. N aturally each group 
w'anted to out-do the other in 
m aking u larger or higher cairn, 
and in this way, the wide p a th ­ 
w ay on one side of the passage 
w as com pletely cleaned of rubble 
at no expense or trouble to the 
cave operators, then privately ad­ 
m inistered.

a deep narrow gorge, just wide 
enough to walk through for most 
of its length. All the way up its 
sides are the projecting ledges of 
the more resistant strata through 
w hich the river incised its circuit­ 
ous route. It is a w eird walk. 
A fter we had eaten lunch in 
the Snowball Room (so named 
because of 
pecular 
ball-shaped 
w hite exudation on the roof), we 
continued on. The best was yet 
to come. On the ceilings we saw 
the unusual gypsum flowers, as 
if made by squeezing pasty gyp­ 
sum out of cracks in the roof. 
None of these did I see at Carls­ 
bad. Then to the Frozen Niagara 
section w ith a beautiful array of 
colorful 
picturesque 
stalagtites 
and stalagm ites. In studying ge­ 
ology, I rem em bered which was 
pendant from above by associat­ 
ing the suffix “tite” w ith “stick­ 
ing tight” to the ceiling. There­ 
fore, stalagtites hang down, and 
stalagm ites rise from the floor. 
W hen two of these join, they 
form a colum n or pillar, or as 
one school-boy suggested, 
they 
m ake a “m ighty-tite.” 


NEARBY, WE descended for 
our boat ride on C rystal Lake, 
far underground. W hat a m yster­ 
ious ride that was, poled along 
in a boat on a placid lake of a 
beautiful deep 
blue-green hue. 
How still it was, w ith the sounds 
of the pole crashing above us, 
and the 
scraping of 
the boat 
against the rock walls like a grat­ 
ing of giant timbers. To get into 
the far end of the lake you have 
to stoop far down and go through 
w ith just room for the boat and 
none to spare. Far off you can 
hear w ater dripping, each drop 
sounding like a loud splash. 
As for anim al life in Mammoth 
Cave, we saw quite a bit. Cave 
crickets craw ling slowly on the 
m oist floor. Blind cave fish in a 
sm all aquarium . And several lit­ 
tle brown bats clutching tightly 
to some tiny niche in the roof. 


THROUGH ANOTHER array 
of form ation and out into the 
daylight again. T hat concluded 
the all-day trip through Mam­ 
moth Caves. That night, again af­ 
ter the naturalist’s talk, I showed 
by colored slides of my last sum­ 
m er's trip to Mt. Lassen and 
C rater Lake, again before a cor­ 
dial and m ost appreciate audi­ 
ence. 
Since the only thing we had 
missed seeing in Mammoth Caves 
w as Echo River, which was too 
high in flood to perm it the usual 
boat trip, w e decided to take the 
half day trip which w ent down to 
the river. Because of this flood 
¡ condition we had gone over an 
old trail not usually seen by the 
public, including the mumified 
Indian found in one room of the 
cave. So, at 9 a. m. again we em ­ 
barked upon our second under­ 
ground jaunt, and this time saw 
Echo River and climbed out via 
the fam ous Corkscrew route. It 
was well w orth staying over for, 
and, a very interesting part of the 
trip 
through 
Mammoth 
Caves. 
Bidding all adieu, we pushed off 
for 
Lexington, 
K entucky, 
our 
next stop eastward.
